Seventh Ward Residents Assemble in 


Mass Meeting and Much Excited. 


OVER THE ACTION OF 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


In Vacating tlio Scvonth Wurd Ball nnd 


aking It o Pent House—Four Hun- 
dred Excited Resident! Depoance 


Actlonand Enter Troteit. 


i There was unusual exciteuient in the 
Seventh ward last night, occasioned by 
the action of the board of health in mak- 
ing the Seventh ward hall a.post house 
and deciding to move a, smallpox patient 
in during the night or early this morn- 
ing. A mass meeting of several hundred 
citizens 
WHS held, speeches made 
de- 


nouncing the action and a determined 
stand taken to oppose any attempt to 
place smallpox patients therein. 


It appears that several weeks ago a 


young roan immed Brotherson wns injur- 
ed in * railway accident at \Va-ukfgan, 
111. 
His home is in Kacine and he was 


..juffMt here and pla-ecd in. the St. Luke's 
Hospital. On Saturday it was reported 
that lie was suffering with smallpox. A 
meeting of Health Officer Fred PUster 
und Dr. Pope of the board of health and 
Mayor Biggins was hastily called for the 
purpose of deciding what should be done 
with the patient, as it was desirable to 
remove him from the hospital. The city 
iiaving 'no pest house it Was decided to 
vacate the Seventh ward hall, the upper 
part of whieh 1ms been occupied by poor 
families and the lower part for election 
purposes. 


Mrs. Rosier, an old lady, was removed 


to other quarters, and under orders the 
city engineer and others proceeded to 
prepare the place for patients, furniture 
And stoves being put in. Yesterday af- 
ternoon the people of the Seventh ward, 
or the majority of them, lirst -heard'"of. 
the -move, and, .soon they commenced to 
swarm to the wimHuUI. 


Mayor Higgins was sent'for "and ap- 


)cared on the scene and was a.tked what 
t meant. He told tlie crowd that the 
board of health had unlimited power in 
such mutters and that ho would stand 
:>y them in tlie action, that it was decid- 
ed that tlie Seventh ward hull was the 
most available place and the cheapest 
for the city for u, house in wliie.li to pluce 
smallpox pulientH. Of course there were 
hot discussions, but the. mayor find that 
he was with tlie hoard of health in its 
actions nnd that was all lie had to do 
with it. .Health Officer Pfister w;is also 
called nnd he said lie was acting under 
the. instructions of the mayor and board 
and intended to carry out the orders. 


The people claimed that ex-Mayor M. 


M. Secor had purchased that building 
some years ago and presented it to the 
Seventh ward people with the. under- 
standing that it was to be used for a 
i-ard hall and election purposes, and that 
under such conditions the 
board of 


health nor the city could vacate the 
same and 'declare it a pest house, par- 
ticularly in view of the. fact that it was 
used for the holding of meetings of the 
board of registry and voting on election 
day, that tiie city had not officially made 
arrangements for other quarters to hold 
elections, etc. 


By 8 o'clock last night there were prob- 


ably 200 of the leading citizens of tho 


•jird gathered at the liall and vicinity 


and three 
officers 
were present. Ad- 


[resses were made denouncing the. action 
if the board of health for its action and 
.t determination agreed upon to resist 
the placing of patients in the building 
bv force if necessary. 


" M, M. Secor was called up by telephone 
null 'asked if it was true that he had giv- 
en the building to the ward under the 
conditions named. He said that it was 
true that he w«s opposed to it being 
used for a pest house., but would not 
light the matter. 


Later another 'meeting was held and 


called to order by cx-Aldcrman Higgle, 
who said that he had drawn up a remon- 
strance, addressed to the mayor, against 
the building being used for n pest house. 
The petition read: 
' \Ve the undersigned residents of the 
Seventh ward, of the city of Kacine, here- 
bv respectfully remonstrate against the 
Seventh ward hall being used us a pest 
house; 
" In a few minutes ninety 'names wo.rc 
attached to tlie paper. Then an effort 
was made to find Mayor Higgins, so that 
the petition could be presented and it 
was handed to him this morning. 


The residents of the ward remained in 


the vicinity of the ward hall nearly all 
night. There were all kinds of threats 
'to burn the building before they would 
submit to it betag made a. pest house. - 


Xo effort was made on the part oi the 


people to do WIT violence and the board 
of health did not remove the smallr" 
.patient to the building.

be taken with the disease in hospitals 
and. hotels.

One of the members • of. the board of 


health said lust evening that the action 
of the board WHS taken; so as to prevent 
a quarantine of any-hospital, or hotel if 
possible, for in such -an event it would 
cost the city a large sum of jnpney When 
patients are, removed' at orice and the 
buildings thoroughly fumigated, a quar- 
antine is not necessary.

Mayor Higgins wa* seen last evening 


and he said that a pest house was nec.es- 
sary;.that the Seventh ward )'all was 
decided upon as the best o.nd most eco- 
nomical place for- the city; that quick 
ivotion was necessary and he would stand 
by the board of health in its action; that 
ic had told the people of the Seventh 
ward that the board had unlimited pow- 
er and that he could not stop it if he 
so desired. 


During the day many residents of the 


ward have, been hanging about the ward 
house. No effort was made to place tb« 
patient therein. What the health, offi-, 
cers intend to do is not known.. The air 
torncy engaged by tlie Seventh ward peo- 
ple advised them that he could do noth.-:

Total ot 632 Casualties Sustained 


in Battle Near Klorksdorf. 


IS YEARS FOft BURNETT 


•Found Guilty of Murder of Mrs.

T.OXDON", March S.—In 
a. dispatch 


from Pretoria., dated today, Lord Kitch- 
ener scuds details of the disaster to the 
escort of the convoy of empty wiigons 
at Voiidonop, southwest of lilovksdorf, 
Transvual. The British casualties in 
killed, wounded and men maile prisoners, 
reach the total of 032. In addition the 
.Boers captured two guns. Lieut. Col. 
Anderson who commanded the British 
force mid who hsus returned to Kraapan, 
Cape Colony, with nine officers.and 245 
•men, reports that when his advance 
guard was within 10 miles of Ivlorka- 
dorp, during the morning of Feb. 25, the 
Boers opened a heavy rifle fire on the 
troops from the scrub. The burghers 
were driven oft" and the convoy resumed 
its march, when a more determined at- 
tack wa.s made on the convoys' left Hank, 
tbc Boers getting within a 100'yards and 
stampeding the mules harnessed to a 
number of wagons. The attacking forces 
were again driven olf. 


At about (i:.10 in tie. morning the rea.r 


guard wns attacked by_».. uti'ong force 
of Boers, and simultaneous)}' another 
body of Boers boldly charged the center 
of the convoy and stampeded the mules 
in all directions throwing the escort into 
confusion, during which the Boers charg- 
ed and re-chirged, riding down the sep- 
arated British unite. The fighting lasted 
for two hours, during which the 
two 


British guns <uid a pom pom were taken 
ami almost exhau*ted thair ammunition. 
A detachment of two hundred mounted 
infantry from Klorksdorp attempted to 
reinforce tbe British, but were held ia 
check,by the Boers. 


.Lieut. Col. Anderson adds that the 


strength of the Boers was estimated at 
from 1,200 to 1,»00. Commandants De- 
Iftry, Lernar, Wolmarans and Pottgicter 
were all present.- 


GASETJ. BRANCH BURNED 


Office and Warehouse at Fargo, N.

was foiind guilty in Judge'Baker's court 
ypstcrday morning of the 
murder ' ot 


Mrs. Charlotte Shoup Xichol and his 
sentence -was Hxcd nt fifteen years' im- 
prisonment ' in the penitentiary. The 
verdict came as a. surprise, although a 
severe, sentence was looked for by many 
who had followed closely the trial in all 
its sensational feature.-. • 


From all indications the jury was dis- 


gusted at 
the spirit and methods of 


Burnett to shield himself at the expense 
of the dead woman, and to blacken her 
character with the idea of lessening the 
gravity of the part he had taken in the 
dnstruction of two homes. Dr. Bur- 
ne-U's attorneys ivill argue for a new 
trial. The verdict sets a precedent and 
the attorneys for the defense arc hope- 
ful -hat it will be set aside. 


Although he received the.verdict with 


indifference, when the jury 
filed 
into 


court at 10 o'clock iu the morning, Dr. 
Burnett later in the afternoon, took the 
order for fifteen ye..-irs imprisonment in 
.Toilet with bad grace. The full mean- 
ing of the impending sentence had be- 
gun to dawn upon him and he was sulky 
and ugly. When seen «t the county jail 
lie refused to say a word about the ver- 
dict. 


The hisiory of the case dates back to 


Saturday night, October 20 of last year, 
when Mrs. JCichol was found dead in a 
room in the Marlborough hotel, at State 
and Twenty-second streets. A few feet 
away Dr. Burnett was found with sev- 
eral superficial wounds. A note was 
found in the writing of Mrs. Xichol, 
which stated that she was infatuated 
with the doctor - and that the two had 
agre«l to die together rather thiui be 
sopura-ted.

The rural free delivery ser- 
vice up to this time, he, said, had been

the service and its cost, declaring that it 
was the most extravagant in the public 
service. The carriers received at the in- 
ception, $300 per annum. They now re- 
ceived .$000.

Seventh Ward Residents Assemble in 


Mass Meeting and Much Excited. 


OVER THE ACTION OF 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Jin Vacating the Seventh Ward Ball and 


Making it a Pest House—Four Hun- 


dred £xclted Residents Denounce 


Action and Enter Frotejt. 


< There was unusual excitenfent in the 
Seventh ward last night, occasioned by 
the action of the board of health in mak- 
ing the Seventh ward hall a.pest house 
and deciding to move a smallpox patient 
in during the night/or early this morn- 
ing. A mass meeting of several hundred 
citizens 
was held, speeches made 
de- 


nouncing the action and a determined 
stand taken to oppose -airy attempt to 
place smallpox patients therein. 


It appears that several weeks ago a 


young man named Brotherson was injur- 
ed in it railway accident at Waukegan, 
111. His Lome is in Racine and he was 
brought here and placed in the St. Luke's 
hospital. On Saturday it was reported 
that he was suffering with smallpox. A 
meeting of Health Officer Fred Piaster 
and Dr. Pope of the board of health and 
Mayor Higgins was hastily called for the 
purpose of deciding what should be done 
with the patient, as it was desirable to 
remove him from the hospital. 
The city 


having 'no pest house it was decided to 
vacate the Seventh ward hall, the upper 
part of which has been occupied by poor 
families and the lower part for election 
purposes. 


Mrs. Razer, an old hwly, was removed 


to other quarters, and under orders the 
city engineer and others proceeded to 
prepare the place for pa.tients, furniture 
and stoves being put in. Yesterday af- 
ternoon the people of the Seventh ward, 
or the majority of them, first heard'of 
the-move and soon they commenced to 
swarm to the ward" hall. 


Mayor Higgins was sent' for "and ap- 


peared ou the scene and was asked what 
it meant. He told the crowd that the 
board of health had unlimited power in 
such matters and that he would stand 
by them in the action, that it. was decid- 
ed that the Seventh ward liall was the 
most, available place and the cheapest 
for the city for a house in which to place 
smallpox patients. Of course there were 
hot discussions, but the mayor said that 
he was with the hoard of health in its 
actions and that was all he had to do 
with it. Health Officer Pfister was also 
called and he said he was acting under 
the, instructions of the mayor and board 
and intended to carry out the orders. 


The people claimed that ex-Mayor M. 


M. Secor had purchased that building 
some years ago and presented it to the 
Seventh ward people with the under- 
standing that it was to be used for a 
ward hall and election purposes, and that 
under such conditions 
the 
board of 


health nor the city could vacate the 
same and declare it a pest house, par- 
ticularly in view of 'die fact that it was 
used for the holding of meetings of the 
board of registry and voting on election 
day; that tiie city had not officially mad?, 
arrangements for other quarters to hold 
elections, etc. 


By 8 o'clock last night there were prob- 


ably 200 of the leading citizens of the 
ward gathered at the iiall and vicinity 
and threti 
officers 
were present. Ad- 


dresses were made denouncing the action 
of the board of health for its action and 
a determination agreed upon to resist 
the placing of patients in the building 
by forco if necessary. 


"M. M. Secor was called up by telephone 
and asked if it was true that he had giv- 
en the building to the ward under the 
conditions named. He said that it was 
true, that he was opposed to it being 
used for a pest house, but would not 
light the matter. 


Later another 'meeting was held and 


called to order by ex-Alderman Higgle, 
who said that he had drawn up a remon- 
strance, addressed to the mayor, against 
the building being used for a pest house. 
The petition read: 


We, the undersigned residents of the 


Seventh ward, of the city of Racine, here- 
bv respectfully remonstrate against the 
Seventh ward hall being used us a pest 
house. 


In a-few minutes ninety names were 


attached to the paper. Then an effort 
was made to find Mayor Higgins, so that 
the petition could be presented and it 
was handed to him this morning. 


The residents of the ward remained in 


the vicinity of the ward hall nearly all 
night. There were all'kinds of threats 
\o burn the building before they would 
sxVbmit to it being made a pest house.- 


No effort tras made on the part o£ the 


people to do uny violence and the board 
of health did not remove the smallpox 
patient to the 'building. 


Policemen watched the structure till 


night. HiTghtmid early this morning 


, Ww -people-' AvcVc. again out in"force' 


declaring that the action "pf the board 
of health should be rescinded. 


They offered to leave their work an* 


assist in removing the building to an ioo- 
lated spot near the city limits, if the 
officers insisted on that particular build- 
ing being used for thp 'pest house, but 
that it should not be used for thau pur- 
pose in such a thickly populated com- 
munity. 
\ 


It is. not the intention pf the board of 


health to make the building a general 
pest house, but for patients who might 
be taken with the disease in hospitals 
and. hotels. 


One of the members of the'board of 


health said last evening that the action 
of the board \vas taken so as to prevent 
a quarantine of any hospital or hotel if 
possible, for in such an event it would 
cost the city arlarge suni of ;money When 
patients are removed'- at once and the 
buildings thoroughly-: fumigated, a quar- 
antine is not necessary. 
, . 
, 


Mayor Higgins was seen last evenin 


and he said that a pest house was neqes- 
sary; that the Seventh ward hall was 
decided upon as the b/est and most eco- 
nomical place for the city; that quick 
action was iiecesisary. and he would stand 
by the board of health in ita action; that 
lie had told the people of the Seventh 
ward that the board had unlimited pow- 
er and that he could not stop it if* he 
so desired. 


During the clay many residents of the 


ward have been hanging about the ward 
hou&e. No effort was made to'-place th» 
patient therein. What the health offi-; 
cers intend to do is not known.. The at- 
torney engaged by the Seventh ward pco-: 
pie advised them that he could do noth-': 
ing, for the reason the board of healtli 
had absolute power to take the action 
they did.

Total ot 632 Casualties Sustained 


in Battle Near Klorksdorf.

LONDON, March 3.—In a 
dispatch 


from Pretoria., dated today, Lord Kitch- 
ener sends details-of the disaster to the 
escort of the convoy .of empty wagons 
at 'Voiidonop, southwest of lilorksdorf, 
Transvaal. The British 
casualties ia 


killed, wounded and men made prisoners, 
reach the total of 632. In addition the 
Boers captured two guns. Lieut. Col. 
Anderson who commanded the 
British 


force and who has returned to Kraapan, 
Cape Colony, with nine officers ^ and 245 
men, 
reports that when bis "advance' 


guard was within 10 miles of Klorks- 
dorp, during the morning of Feb. 25, the 
Boers opened a heavy: rifle"-fire on'the 
troops from the scrub. The burghers 
were driven off and 'the convoy resumed 
its march, w'hen a more determined at- 
tack was made on the convoys' left" tlank, 
the Boers getting within a 100'yards and 
stampeding the mules harnessed to a 
number of wagons. The attacking forces 
were again driven oil. 


At about 0:30 in tihe morning the rear 


guard was attacked by.*,strong force

Boers, and sbuultajrieousjy 
another 


body of Boers boldly charged the center 
of the convoy and stampeded the mules 
in all directions throwing the escort into 
coiifusion, during which the Boers charg- 
ed, and re-charged, riding down the sep- 
arated British units. The fighting lasted

British guns and a pom pom were taken 
ami almost exhausted their ammunition.

IS YEARS FOft BDHNETT 


•Found Guilty of Murder of Mrs. 


NiohjOl-Verdict.Sets New Prece- 


dent in Criminal Sentences. 


CHICAGO,,, March ~3.—Mr: Burnett 


was found guilty iu Judge Baker's court 
yesterday morning of the murder' of 
Mrs. Charlotte Shoup Nichol and his 
sentence was fixed at fifteen years' im- 
prisonment ' in the penitentiary. The 
verdict came as a surprise, although a 
severe sentence was looked for by many 
who hud followed closely the trial in'all 
its sensational features. 
••From'all'indications', the jury was dis- 
gusted at the spirit and methods of 
Burnett .to shield himselfat the expense, 
of the dead rvvomau, and to blacken her 
character with the idea of lessening the 
gravity of ;tli6 part he had taken in the 
destruction 
of two homes. Dr, Bur- 


neit-'s attorneys Ayill argue for a new 
trial. The verdict sets a precedent and 
the attorneys^for the defense are hope-

Although he received tlie .verdict with 


indifference' when -the jury Tiled 
into 


court at ..'10 o'clock in the; morning,; Dr. 
Burnett later in the afternoon, took the 
order-for fifteen years imprisonment in 
Joliet with bad grace. The full luean- 
ing of the impending sentence had be- 
gun to dawn upon him and ho was sulky 
and ugly. When seen at the county jail 
he refused to say a word about the ver- 
dict. 


.The history of the case dates back to 


Batut-day night, October 20 of last year, 
when Mrs. Jfichol was found dead in a 
room in the Marlborough hold, at Stale 
and Twenty-second streets. A few feet 
away Dr. Burnett was found with sev- 
eral superficial wounds. A note was 
found in fche writing of Sirs. Nichol. 
which stated that she was infatuated 
with the doctor 
< and that the two had 


agreed, to die together rather-than be 
separated. 


The doctor first met Mrs. Nichol in 


the dr.ug store under his farmer 
office, 


•and the acquaintance soon ripened into 
somothiiig f more than friendship, 
Tho 


fatal spree was begun on October 17 and 
lasted 
four days and .nights. Mrs. 


Nichol deserted her husband and chil- 
dren and'JDr, Burnett abandoned his 
wife. The two spent mpoii of their timo 
in restH.nra.nts and saloons, and wheu 
,ready to die together were in a state of 
intoxication. Dr. Burnett was arrested 
on the charge of murder. His convic- 
tion followed.

TELLURIDE, Col., March 1—The num- 


ber of lives lost in the four avalanches 
that swept down the sides of Smuggler

number fu'e buried under the snow and 
twelve badly injured persons are in the 
hospital. Several other men who were 
hurt are at their homes. It is believed 
that few if airy more bodies tan be re- 
covered until the snow melts. 


The mobt lucid account of the first 


snow slide which carried away the board- 
ing and bunk houses and other buildings 
of the Liberty Bell mine in Cornet Creek 
basin, three and a half miles north of 
this city, burying the occupants in the 
gulch under masses oi snow and debris, 
was given by l>. M. Umsteu1, who is em- 
ployed in packing ore from a crusher to 
the tram station. lie suiil lie had just 
come from breakfast and was in the sta- 
ble saddling his animals when he heard 
a terrific crashing. Tile stable grew sud- 
denly dark, and, stepping to the door, 
found the air filled with flying snow. A 
few seconds later it grew light again and 
lie saw the tram cable swinging about 
and buckets rolling down hill, ile could 
see nothing of the boarding and bunk 
house, but looking down the hill IIP, saw 
boards and limbers sticking out of the 
snow and scattered ahout. 


He then went up to where UK: ore and 


tram house bad stood and saw what 'he 
thought was a piece of overalls. Grasp- 
ing It he pulled out the body of Gus 
Kruul, terribly mangled and crushed. He 
then started toward the boarding house 
and met his brother, who told him what 
hid happened. Charlie Umsted was em-

TELLUEIDE, Col., March 1—The num- 


ber of livss lost in the four avalanches 
that swept down the sides of Smuggler 
mountain yesterday is now estimated at 
from 
20 to 25. Fourteen 
men 
are 


known to have been killed, an unknown 
number are buried under the snow and 
twelve badly injured persons are in the 
hospital. Several other men who were 
hurt arc at their homes. It is believed 
that few if any more bodies can be re- 
covered until the snow melts. 


The most lucid account of the first 


snow slide which carried away the board- 
ing and bunk houses and other buildings 
of the Liberty Bell mine in Cornet Creole 
basin, three and a half miles north of 
this city, burying the occupants in the 
gulch under masses of snow and debris, 
was given by L, M. Umsted, who is em- 
ployed in packing ore from a crusher to 
the tram station. He said he had just 
come from breakfast and was in the sta- 
ble saddling his animals when he heard 
a terrific crashing. The stable grew sud- 
denly dark, and, stepping to the door, 
found the air filled with Hying snow. A 
few seconds later it grew light again and 
he saw the tram cable swinging about 
and buckets rolling down hill. He could 
see nothing of the boarding and hunk 
house, but looking down the hill he saw 
boards and timbers sticking out of the 
snow and scattered about. 


He then went up to where the ore and 


tram house had stood and saw what 'he 
thought was a piece of overalls. Grasp- 
ing it he pulled out 
the body of Gus 


Kraul, terribly mangled and crushed. He 
then started toward the boarding house 
and met his brother, who told him what 
had happened. 
Charlie Unisted was cm- 


ployed in the boarding house that was 
demolished and escaped by being put at 
the time after a bucket of water. 


F. C. Clemmer, it is said, was sitting 


at his desk making out the time of the 
employes of the mine when the crash 
came and all the books of the company 
recording the names of those employed 
were destroyed. The exact number of 
men who were caught in the slide is not. 
known, but there were, probably not less 
than twenty in the bunk house and 
boarding house when they were swept 
away. Fortunately a" large majority of 
the *250 miners employed in the Liberty 
Bell mine were cither in the miue or ab- 
sent in town at the time of the accident. 
It hud been snowing for three days and 
the snow and fog were so dense when 
the slide came down that it was utterly 
impossible for any one in its} path to 
have escaped it. 


The accident broke the telephone cir- 


cuit and several hours elapsed before a 
messenger reached town with the tidiuga 
of thq disaster. All the doctors avail- 
able and many citizens hurried up tlle 


mountain to lend assistance in digging 
out the dead and injured. 


Seven bodies had been recovered and 


five injured men brought to town when 
a second slide, came down in the path of 
the first, killing two more men and in- 
juring a number of others. This was 
followed by two more snow slides in 
which five lives were sacrificed. As the 
storm stiU continued, and the work of 
rescue could only be carried on under 
the most extreme danger to the living, 
and as it was believed that no more of 
those buried could bu alive it was de- 
cided to abandon the search for bodies 
until it can be prosecuted with greater 
safety. 


Doctors Allen and Delaney who went 


up to attend the victims of the first snow 
slide were caught in the second. The 
former sustained severe injuries about 
his lower limbs. 


George Kohnrer, who was killed in the 


fourth "slide, had been county clerk, and 
was one of the most prominent, mining 
operators in the district. He was about 
40 years old. 


The damage to the mine property is 


estimated at $5,000. It will be at least 
four months before work can be resum- 
ed.' 


LONDON, March' 1.—Lord Kitchener 


reports today that the Boer casualties 
during the recent operations -amounted/ to 
eight hundred men killed or captured.

senate was called to order today a not- 
ably large attendance of .senators was on 
the floor and the galleries were throng- 
ed. Both Senator* Mc-Luurin and Till-

seats. Great interest was manifested by 
senators on the floor and by spectators 
in the galleries in the 
reading of the. 


"journal which contained the protest of 


Mr. Tillman against not being permitted 
to vote while under the ban of the sen- 
ate's order of contempt. 


Mr. Burrows (Mich.) chairman of the 


committee on privileges and election-af- 
ter the journal was approved addressing 
the chair, said that by direction of the 
committee lie was instructed to make a 
report upon the controversy arising out 
of* tthe altercation on the floor of the 
senate 
between Senators Tillman and 


McLaAiriii as follows: 


"That it is the judgment of the .senate 


that the senators from South Carolina, 
.Benj. E. Tillma.n and John L. McLaurin, 
for disorderly behavior 
and Hngrnntly 


violating the rules of the senate during 
the open session of the senate on the 
•22d day of February, deserve the censure 
of t-he senate and they are hereby so 
ceiBured for their breach of the. privi 
leges and dignity of this body; and from 
and after the adoption of this resolution 
the order adjudging them in contempt of 
the senate shall be no longer in force and 
effective." 
/ 


The report recited the history of the 


altercation in the senate and quoted the 
>anguage then used by the offenders. Al' 
agreed to this statement. The report 
then continued as follows: 


•That the conduct of the two senators 


was an infringement of the privileges ol 
the senate, a violation of its rules ant 
derogatory to its high character, tending 
to bring the body itself into public con 
tempt cannot be. questioned or denied 
Indeed, the senate by a unanimous vote 
has alreud placed on record its coiulein 
antion of the senators by declaring botl 
guilty of contempt. The majority, of tin, 
committee arc of the opinion that the 
legal effect of adjudging these M-nator 
in contempt of the senate was to sus 
pend their functions as senators und that 
such a punishment for disorderly behav- 
ior was clearly within the power of the 
e-snate, but the conclusion 
they have 


reached makes it unnecessary to discus 
this question. The offenses 
committee 


by the two senators, were not, in the 
opinion of the majority of the .commit- 
tee' of equal gravity. 


"Mr. 
McJ.aiirin did not commence the 


encounter, but only stood in his place at 
his desk where he was speaking und re- 
sisted the attack that was made upon 
him. 
In other words his 
offense was 


confined to the, use of unparliamentary 
language for which he has unusual prov- 
ocation. Nevertheless, his offense was a 
violation of the rules of the senate of 
bo serious a character that in the opin- 
ion of the committee it should be con- 
demned. 


"In the case of Mr. TiJIman, the record 


shows that the altercation wns 
com- 


menced by the charge he made against ' 
Mr. McLaurin. Such a charge is inex- 
cusable except in connection with a res- 
olution to investigate. Mr. Tillman not 
onlv made the charge without any avow- 
al of purpose to investigate but also dis- 
claiming knowledge of evidence to es- 
tablish the offense and this he said after 
the charge had been specifically and un- 
qualifiedly denied by Mr. McLaurin. 


"This feature of hife offense, coupled 


with the fact that he also commenced 
the encounter by quitting his seat some 
distance -away from Mr. McLaurin, and 
rushing violently upon him, struck him 
in the face, makes the ca.se one of such 
exceptional misbehavior that a majority 
of the committee are of the opinion that 
this offense was of much greater gravity 
than that of Mr. McLaurin. 


"The penalty of a censure by the sen- 


ate in the nature of things must, vary in 
actual severity in proportion to the pub- 
lic sense of the gravity of the offense of 
which the o(Vender has 
been adjudged 


guilty. Therefore, notwithstanding the 
fact in the opinion of the. majorjty, of 
the. committee there is a difference in 
the gravity of the cfl'enses, your commit- 
tee are of the opinion that public good 
and t-he dignity of the senate, will be 
alike best promoted and protected, so far 
as this particular case is concerned, by 
imposing upon each senator by -'.formal 
vote the censure of the .senate ,for the 
offense by -him committed and therefore 
recommend the adoption pi. the resolu- 
tion." .

Alonzo Burgess, aged 81, one" of the 


pioneers of Kenosha county, an an ear- 
ly resident of Racine county and city, 
died this morning at'his home No. 1340 
College avenue, after a long sickness. 


Although his death had been 'expected 


for some time, the announcement was a 
shock to the pioneers who had known 
him for the past (50 years. Deceased was 
born in East Bcnningtou, Beiuuugton 
county. Vermont, August 27, 1820. 'Five 
^•ears later he was taken to Oawego 
county, New York, by his parents, Who 
were .farmers. In that county he re- 
mained until 1835, when he emigrated "to 
Wisconsin Territory. He located on a 
tract of land adjacent to the village of 
Southport, now Kenosha, March 5, of 
that year. At that time the territory 
in which Southport was situated was in 
Milwaukee county. In 1830 it was set 
off as Racine county, and the latter di- 
vision left in Kenosha county as it now 
exists.

For five and one-half years after locat- 


ing in Kenosha comity the deceased was 
employed by an loicle. Later he com- 
menced the manufacture of brick near 
Kenosha and bought a farm of eighty 
acres in the town of Somers. 


Mr. 'Burgess was twice married, his 


first wife being Miss A. Kellogg, in July, 
1844, five children being the result of 
the issue. She died in May, 1S63. In 
18(57 he was married to~.Miss Mary A. 
Buswell, two children being, born 
to 


them. Until 1342 Mr. Burgess remained 
in Kenosha. countv when he came to Ra-

Now the good Baron Fava of Italy is 


pluming himself that he is responsible 
for the law introduced in, congress by an 
[ndiana member, providing a penalty for 
he lynching of aliens in this country. 
The baron is too previous. Every intel- 
igent citizens knows he is desiroxis 
of 


congress enacting a law placing every 
alien in the country under the direct 
•uifjhority of the general government, 
jut for some reason such a needed law 
is not passed, because for political pur- 
[wses the controllers of legislation evi- 
dently do not desire such, at least it 
would se'em so. The president has rec- 
ommended such legislation, as have oth- 
ers, but congress 
refuses or neglects 


purposely to enact what is vitally neces- 
sary to preserve our standing with the 
nations. With the proper authority, 
these outrages upon aliens, oceuring 
front time to time, would not be report- 
ed for the reason the government of the 
Uaited States could reach out its arm in 
every state where mobs have misused 
aliens, and seize the scoundrels, but as 
things are now, the government ia en- 
tirely powerless. Unless matters in this 
resjvect are improved upon, the day 
is 


coining when through outrages commit- 
ted upon the citizens of some foreign 
cousitry and our inability to make re- 
dress by seizure, of the criminals, we are 
going to have a bloody foreign war.

A DRY TIME. 


An account from Chicago states that 


the very waste of the people this last 
fall and winter has been the means of 
sparing the city from the horrors of an 
epidemic. This'waste of course went to 
flushing the sewers and there must have

gallons of water per day being used. It

seriously diminished rain nml snow fall. 
This, if continued for a series of years 
will naturally as it hns 
certainly al- 


ready, make a difference in the level of 
the wells, and 
if continued 
further 


along, will begin to have a serious eil'cct 
upon the artesian well system.

The melting of ice and snow coupled

Grant, the only hotel in the city open 
to the traveling public, was closed today 
on account of financial rtillieultios. 


The house will be taken charge of by 


B. .Kicliplman, 
the owner, 
who

claim against the present management 
of the house for rent. 


L. 1). Graves, proprietor of the hotel, 


admitted that the house would bo closed, 
but stated that he would pay every cent 
of the indebtedness against him and tho 
hotel. Ho stated further that ho had 
made ati effort to arrange! a settlement 
of the. troubles, but the owner of the 
house had declined his offer. 


The Grant House has been the, otily 


hotel in Kenosha for many years, and 
with its closing there will be absolutely 
no place in Kenosha large enough to ac- 
commodate the traveling public. It is 
probable that the hotel will bo reopened 
under new management in a fevr weeks.

PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—Wliat is 


said to have been the greatest flood that 
has ever been experienced 
along 
the 


Schuylkill river, certainly the most dis- 
astrous in recent years, tore, its .wny 
down, the stream last night and from its 
source to its mouth, 120 miles, damage 
that will reach into hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars has been done. 


It was an anxious night for the resi- 


dents and property holders along the riv- 
er. Thus far only one life has been lost 
in this city. "Michael Igol, aged 4.4 years 
was drowned at 7:30 this morning in the 
kitchen of his home at the falls of the 
Schuylkill. The height of the flood was 
reached at R oclock this morning when 
the river, wluch had expanded to twice 
its wiclfh,'begafl to Blowljrrec;ecle".""Cdm 
inunication by telegraph and telephom 
with the upper part of the river early 
today was cut off, and information as t< 
the conditions in towns situated on thi 
river banks was meagre. 


The melting of ice and snow couple* 


with heavy rains of the past 24 hours il 
the eastern section of the state Vas th 
cause of the rapid rise in the water. A 
few days ago, the Schuylkill \\eut.tip 
rapidly, then began to fall slowly. The 
terrific rain storm of yesterday, how- 
ever, sent it up again. The flood was an- 
ticipated and as a result much property 
stored in buildings along the river banks 
was removed to places of safety. 


Incalculable 
damage, 
howaver, 
has 


been dono along the course of the river 
in this city. The water came within a 
few fr 
> of the lower girders of the city 


bridges and swept back from the wharf 
lines *"or three blocks in some places, 
surrounding dwelling houses, great man- 
ufacturing plants, 
inundating railroad 


tracks ami causing a chaotic condition 
that will take many days to eradicate. 


Several hundred sheep and hogs were 


caught in the flood in their pens in the 
abattoir yards and drowned. Tho yards 
are. located on the west bank of the riv, 
or above Market street. 


When the .flood began to rise above 


the danger mark early last night the cat- 
tle worn removed to a place of safety, 
but before the attendants could reach 
the small stock, all were drowned. Some 
ot the cattle, tod, were lost.

The company's waiting rooms in the 


main depot at Twenty-fourth and Chest- 
nut streets were three feet under water, 
and in the train shed the water was as 
high as the windows of the passenger 
coaches.

The Delaware extension of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad on the west side of tho 
river, which is used only for freight, was 
covered with muddy water as high as 
the tops of freight cars.

The citv water works located in Fair- 


mount Park, are under water, compell- 
ing the stoppage of the pumps. In the 
vicinity of Arch, Race, Vine and Callow 
Hill at'rcets, north of Market street, and 
Sansou, Pine and 'Lombard streets, south 
of Market, the water reached above the 
first floors of many dwellings. The resi- 
dents in these sections, passed an anxious 
night. It was feared that their homes 
might topple, into the rushing waters at 
any moment. Numbers of thorn remov- 
ed' 'household effects in boats to safer 
places. Horses and mules .were removed 
from stables along the river, and kept 
standing in the streets all night to await 
the passage of the Hood. A portion of 
the down town section of the eity .was in 
darkness all night owing to the flooding 
of an electric light power Ijouse. 


•An incident of the terrible night was 


the burning of a large frame building 
at Vine street close to the river. The 
structure was tilled with lime which be- 
gan to slack when the water reached the 
building and finally set the place on fire.

to the waters edge.

Assessors Morse with his assistant, has 
been looking over the records at the reg- 
ister of deeds office. 
On the first, two 


days he found over ^1)000.,000 mortgages 
on property in the city and county of 
Racine and no doubt there will be'three 
times that amount 
before he finishes. 


These mortgages under the 
law, are 


classed as personal' property, still they 
have never'been taxed, for the reason 
that the assessors have never had time 
to get at them in the legal manner. 


A gentleman who is well posted said 


this morning that if these mortgages 
were placed on the assessment rolls at 
their proper value it would reduce the 
taxes 
in Racine from 5 to 6 mills. 


There appears to bo a disposition on the 
part of, those holding mortgages to 
question the validity of the law and to 
light it.

PRINCE HENRY AS AGEHT 


Pleasant Prairie Woman Would -En- 


list Him In Her Cause. 


Hope* to Have Koyml Visitor Intercede 


with King of England for Her 


Claim of £50,000,000. 


KENOSHA, Wis., ' March 3.-^Mary 


Jane Carpenter'of the town of Pleas- 
ant Prairie, in this county, who claims 
to be the last surviving heir of the Car- 
penter family, once a power in England, 
is looking forward to the visit of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to Chicago and Mil- 
waukee with keen interest, She hopes 
to find in him an agent who will go be- 
fore the court of St. James and inter- 
cede with the king of England and assist 
her to secure-a mammoth fortune "which 
she claims is now held in the chancery 
courts of England. 
• 


Mrs. Carpenter will not make an ef- 


fort to see the prince in person, but she 
has entrusted a letter to her attorney, 
A. E. Buckmaster of this city, which she 
hopes will touch the heart of the prince 
and enlist his services in her cause. 
Mrs. Carpenter is now nearly four score 
years of age and during the last week 
she has spent a great deal of her time in 
framing her letter to a royal personage. 
The letter is written in the most polite 
terms and in it Mrs. Carpenter reviews 
her case and urges the prince to use his 
influence with King Edward to secure 
an investigation of the Carpenter claim. 
In the letter Mrs, Carpenter speaks of 
the strong bonds existing between the 
king of .England and the prince and on 
this ground she urges a hearing. 


Together with the letter to Prince 


Henry, Mrs. Carpenter has inclosed 
a 


formal bill to the English 
government, 


in which she claims that the government 
is indebted to her to the extent of £50,- 
OOQjOOO, which she claims was taken by 
the English government on account of 
the fact that the heirs to the estate of 
Tim Carpenter were never discovered. 
Little has ever been known of the Car- 
penter claim, although it has been in the 
hands of attorneys for several years. 
Mrs. Carpenter 13 the last surviving 
member of the family and she has for 
many years been seeking to interest 
some one with influence in the claim.

army and navy veterans and a short re- 
ception preceded a drive through the 
business section of the city to the West 
End, where at the St. Louis club, the 
prince and his suite, with the reception 
committee took breakfast. 


There Mayor Wells presented Prince 


Henry a siuperb casket of sterling silver 
ornamented Avith insignia, and trimmings 
of gold, containing the address presented 
earlier by. Mayor Wells. To this address 
the prince responded briefly. Carriages 
were again taken by the party, who were 
driven through the beautiful residence 
"sectioj'i of the West End, into Porest 
Park and to the waiting train, which 
had been hauled there for their convey-' 
ance. Ab 11 o'clock the train loft for 
Chicago. 


When the special train of Prince Hen- 


ry steamed, into Unioa station at 8:07 a. 
m. there was a deafening'welcome from

Pleasant Prairie Woman Would -En- 


list Him 
In Her Cause. 


Hope* to Have Koy*I Tliltor Int*«e«lf 


with Kln^ of England for Her 


Claim of ^00,000,000. 


KESTOSEA, Wig,, 'March 3.—Mary 


Jane Carpentor' of tlie town of Pleas- 
ant Prairie, in this "County, who claims 
to be the last surviving heir of the Car- 
penter family, onco a. power in England, 
is looking forward to the visit of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to Chicago and Mil- 
waukee with keen interest. She Lopes 
to find in him an agent who will go be- 
fore the court of St. James and inter- 
cede with the king of En^and and useUt 
her to secure a mammoth fortune which 
aha claims is now hald in the chancery 
courts of England. 


Mrs. Carpenter will not make an ef- 


fort to see tha prince in person, but she 
has entrusted a letter to her attorney, 
A. E. Buckmacter of this city, which she 
hopes will touch tlio heart of tbe prince 
nnd enlist his services In her cause. 
Mra, Carpenter is now nearly four score 
years of o-ge and during the lust week 
she lias spent a great deal of her time in 
framing her letter to a royal personage. 
The letter is written in the most polite

Henry a superb casket of sterling stiver 
ornamented with insignia and trimmings 
of gold, containing the address presented 
earlier by Mayor Wells. To this address 
the prince responded briefly. Carriages 
were again taken by the party, who were 
driven through the beautiful residence 
section, of the West End, into Forest 
Park and to the waiting train, which 
had boon Jiauled there for their convey-1 


»ncc. At 11 o'clock the train loft for 
Chicago. 


When the special train of Prince Hen- 


ry steamed into Union station at 8':07 a. 
m. there was a deafening welcome from
